he imputed designs inimical to the 
Union. 


WASHINGTON, March 6, 1829. 


The hon. JOHN Q. ADAMS, Washington. 


Sin,— A friend has placed in my hands 


a new edition of the correspondence be- 
tween you and Mr. H- G Otis and oth- 
ers, published in this city, with "addi- 
tional papers/-5 said to be "illustrative 
of the subject" of that correspondence; 
among these papers h a letter written 
to you by William Piumer, of New 
Hampshire, dated "Eppirtg. N 
H. 


Dec. 20. 1 823,"' in which he says — "Du- 
ring the long and eventful session of 
-congress of 1 803 and 1804, I\\as a 
member of the senate, and was at the 
city of Washington every day of that 
session. In the course of that session, 
at different times and places, several 
of the federalists, senators and repre- 
sentatives, from the New England 
states, informed me that they thought 
It necessary to establish a separate 
government in New England, and if it 
should be found practicable, to extend 
it so far south as to include Penns}l\a- 
nia ; but in all e^ ents to establish one 
in New England," 8cc. He adds "just 
before that session of congress closed, 
one of the gentlemen to whom I have 
alluded, informed me that arrangements 
had been made to have the next autumn 
in Boston a select meeting of the lead- 
ing federalists in New England to con- 
sider and recommend the measures ne- 
cessary to foi m a system of govern- 
ment in the northern states, and that 
Alexander Hamilton, of New York, had 
consented to attend that meeting." — 
He further acids. "The gentleman -who 
is the winter of 1803 and 1 804, informed 
me there was to be a meeting of Feder- 
alists in the autumn of 1804, at Boston : 
at the session of congress in the winder 
of 1804 and 1805, observed to me, that 
the death of gen. Hamilton had preven- 
ted that meeting, but the project had 
not, and would not be abandoned." 


In your letter, part of this correspon- 


dence, dated "Washington, Dec. 30. 
1828," you say, "It was in these letters 
of 1808 and 1809 that I mentioned the 
design of certain leaders of the federal 
party to effect a dissolution of the U- 
irion and the establishment of a north- 
ern confederacy. 
This design had 


been formed in the winter of 1803-4, 
immediately after and a consequence of 
the acquisition of Lousisiana. Its jus- 
tifying causes to those who entertained 
it, were that the annexation of Louisi- 
ana to the Union, transcended the con- 
slJHJtional powers of the government of 
the United States/' "This plan, "you 
add uwas so far matured, thai the pro- 
posal had been made to an individual 
lo permit himself, at the proper time, 
to b<* placed at the head of the military 
uiOYcmcni which it -was foreseen would 
he necessary for cai ryir.g it into i:xecu- 
tion. In all this there T,\ as no oven act 
of treason." 


Without permitting myself to be- 


lieve that you will countenance any im- 
putation against the honor or patriot- 
ism of my laic venerable parent, it is loo 
obvious that the publication of govern- 
or Plumt'r's letter and your communi- 
cation lo H. G, Otis and others, nolon- 
lv tend to such imputation, but, more- 
over, add i» it the sanction of your

ry of my father from all stain, J must 
also consider it my right to ask, that 
you v/dl inform me whether, by the 
publication of governor Plumer's let- 
ter, or in your communication to H. G.

Sir—In answer to your letter of this 


date, 1 take the liberty of referring you 
to Mr. Piumer himself for an*" explan- 
ation of the statement in his letter of 
the 20th December last. 


The information which I received in 


the spring ot 1 804 at Washington, was 
entirely distinct from, and independent 
of that of MI\ Piumer. A part of it 
was not that your father had consented 
to be placed at the head of the project, 
or to take a part in it, but that it had 
been communicated to him with a view 
to engage his co-operation in it, ancl 
that in the event of a necessity for the 
employment of military force for Its 
"execution, it was contemplated that he 
should be placed at its head. 
My in- 


formant, to the best of my recollection, 
was Mr. Uriah Tracy, then a senator 
from Connecticut—I say, to the best 
of my recollection, because, at one of 
my conversations with Mr. Tiacy, on 
this subject, another member of con- 
gress, also now deceased, was present, 
and I am^not perfectly sure from which 
of them it was that I received this in- 
formation. 
After the close of that ses- 


sion of congress, being atNeu-Yoi-K. on 
or about the 7th April, 1804, Mr. Rufus 
King informed me that a person had 
been that day conversing with him, and 
also with your father, as I understood 
Mr. King, in favor of the project; but 
that he himself, ancl that he was happy 
to say, your father also, entirely disap- 
proved of it. 


This is all the evidence I have that 


your father was made acquainted with 
the project; solicited by others to join 
it; and intended by them to be placed 
at its head.—That he was said to have 
consented to attend a meeting at Boston 
in the autumn of 1804, stands upon oth- 
er testimony than mine. That he ever 
assented to the project of a separation, 
I do not know nor believe, and from 
the information given me by Mr. King, 
had reason to belie\ e the contrary. 


With regard to my inferences or be- 


lief, from the testimony of Mr. Piumer, 
wishing to do all possible justice to the 
raemorv of vour father, I cheerfuliv 
state them at your desire. 


I believe then implicitly the state- 


ment of Mr. Piumer as made by him— 
namely, that he was informed at the ses- 
sion of congress in 1803-4, that your 
father had consented to attend the pro- 
posed meeting in the autumn of 1804 at 
Boston—and that in 1804—5 he. was in- 
formed that the meeting had been pre- 
vented by your father's decease.—I be- 
lieve also the fact that he had consented 
to attend the meeting—But from infor- 
mation given me by Mr. King, 1 be- 
lieve, that in consenting to attend the 
meeting, your father's purpose was to 
dissuade the parties concerned from 
the undertaking, and to prevail upon 
them to abandon it. My belief is found- 
ed upon my entire confidence in the ver- 
acity of Mr. Piumer, upon the general 
coincidence of ihc Information slated 
in his idler, with that which I had con- 
temporaneously received at Washing- 
ton, and upon the remarkable faci men- 
tioned by him ; that he was told at ihc 
sufaeqv&d session of congress, that ihc 
autumnal nitelingai Boblon had failed 
in consequence of the decease of your 
father—That ihc project was continu- 
ed or resumed, notwithstanding your 
fathers decease, until the Hartford 
contention in 3S34, I also believe. 


I had further reason for behoving 


thai the project was disapproved by 
your father, because it had originated 
principally fioni dissatisfaction at the 
annexation of Louisiana to ihc Union; a 
measure, v. hkh, from common report, 
I understood v,<is apppro^ed by him.

REPORT 


Of the Committee of Ways and Means, re- 
lative to the Financial concerns of the State. 


Mr. Cunningham, from the commit 


tee of ways and means, to whom was re- 
ferred so much of the Governor's mes- 
sage as relates to the financial concerns 
of the stale, and other subjects connec- 
ted with said finances, made 


REPORT: 


That an examination of the financial 


concerns of the commonwealth enables 
them to present the following results: 


By the reportof the Auditor General, 


it appears that the receipts into the 
treasury, in the last fiscal year, inclu- 
ding §167,897 remoining on the first 
day of December, 1827, amounted to 
§3,297,367 97s, and that the expendi- 
tures within the same period were S3,- 
107.5^2 51, lea'i.Mg a. balance in the 
treasury on the first day of December, 
1808, o'folB9;8l5 45rr. 
It is estima- 


ted by the same officer, that the state 
of the treasury on the first day of Dec. 
next, will exhibit a balance of S145,- 
615 46, after meeting all the demands 
of the current fiscal year. 


From these simple statements, it is 


ob\ious that the resources of the com- 
monwealth, so far as they relate to the 
ordinary operations of go\ eminent, are 
in a flourishing condition; and that 
with a view to those objects, nothing is 
required of the committee or the legis- 
lature. 


Theextenshe system of internal im- 


provement in which the commonwealth 
has embarked, has created new ivants. 
ancl given to a portion of the revenue a 
new direction. To ascertain the prob- 
able extent of those wants. and 
the 


means by which they are to be sup- 
plied, hits been an important part of the 
business of the committee; ancl to the 
result of their inquries they invite the 
most serious attention. 


From the estimate made by the com- 


mittee on inland na\ igation and uitenid' 
improvement, it appears that provis- 
ion should be made for the expendi- 
tuie of S3.200,000 upon the Pennsylva- 
nia car.dl and raihvay within the ensu- 
ing year, in addition to the sums alrea- 
dy appropriated by law. 
They name 


that as the largest sum which can prob- 
ably be required, though the actual ex- 
penditure may fall short of that sum by 
some hundred thousand dollars. 
But 


as a just economy demands the comple- 
tion of the works already under con- 
tract at the earliest possible period, in 
order that they may become produc- 
tive of revenue, it has seemed advisa- 
ble to the committee to adopt as their 
basis of calculation, a sum certdinly 
sufficient, in any contingency which 
can arise. In order to meet the inter- 
est of this sum, and of the former loans 
for similar purposes, certain revenues 
are specifically pledged by act of assem- 
bly. 


It is estimated, that should a loan of 


53,200,000 be negotiated the ensuing 
year, the amount of interest payable be- 
fore the first day of February next, will 
be S2S9.500 ; and that the means for 
the payment of that interest, arising 
from the revenue already pledged, will 
amount lo £200,520, leaving a balance 
to be provided for of §88,880. 


It has already been stated, that there 


will be a balance in the treasury, after 
meeting the ordinary expenses of ihe 
government, at ihe end of the fiscal 
year, of 1 55;635 46 ; so that taking u!5 
ihe receipts and expenditures of ihc 
commonwealth together, up lo ihe Isi 
day of February next, the former will 
exceed the laiter by S56,735 45. 
Bc- 


He\ing ibis balance sufikieni lo meet 
any unexpected demand, or lo provide 
a^ai^hi unforeseen diminutions of Ihe 
revenue in any quarter, the commillce, 
therefore, propose thai ihe deficiency 
in ihe sums pledged for the interest of 
canal loans, shall be supplied from the 
balance in the treasury on the 1 st day of 
November next,and they have Instiled 
in the bill which accompanies ibis re- 
port, a pro-vision authorising ihe Stale 
Treasurer, out of a«ch balance, to pay 
lo the commissioners of the iijiernaJ 
improvement fund such sums as may, 
fro3n time lo lime- be necessary foi ihc 
pavment of interest, beyond ihe means 
alreadv dooled lo thai object. 


The foregoing statements are foun- 


ded on a view of ihe nnancial situation 
of Ihe coni-momvcaltb, under ihe most 
unfavorable aspect they cars possibly 
assume. 
The commiuee take ii for 


grar.iul. that the receipts from the va- 
rious soy ices of revenue, within the 


t year, "ill i?j no A\IS«- decrease 
those of the last vear. 


A comparison of the receipts from 


the several subjects of revenue for the 
last four years, exhibits the most grat- 
ifying results, and encourages the com- 
mittee to believe that a corresponding 
increase within the present year may 
be confidently relied upon. 
The re- 


ceipts from public lands in the year 
1827 exceeded those of the year 1825 
by §52,018 94; shewing, thu->, an ave- 
rage annual increase of Sl7,339 64.— 
In the year 1828 the increase was §21,- 
741 74 ; and it is thence inferred that at 
least 820,000 more will be received 
from the public lands within the pre- 
sent year, than were derived from that 
source in the year 1828. 


The amount received from auction 


duties and commisbions, in the year 
1827, exceeded that of the year 1825 by 
§33,389 53 ; so that the average annual 
increase has been S11,129 84. 
The 


quarter ending the 2Sth day oi'Februa- 
ry, 1829, exceeds Hie corresponding 
quarter, of List year, by 85,449 17, with- 
out taking into the calculation the a- 
tnount due for that quarter by some 
auctioneers, from whom no statement 
has been received of the sum due by 
them for the last quarter. 
It is there- 


fore safe to estimate the excess of auc- 
tion duties for the piesent year, above 
those of last year, at S 12,000. 


The 
annual income derived from 


turnpike and bridge stock c\vned by 
the state has increased within the hist 
year about §4,000. 
As the debts due 


by the several companies are gradually 
paying off'; and as a great amount of 
travelling and transportation has been 
and will continue to be caused by the 
wants of the works constructing by the 
state, it is deemed fair to estimate the 
increase of revenue from this source, 
within the present year, at §4.000. 


The increase of the tax on retailers 


of foreign merchandize last year was 
§12.614 95 ; of the tax on tavern li- 
censes. §6,000 : of the lax on collateral 
inheritances.$4,000 ; in all 822,614 94. 


As the tux on collateral inheritances 


has not yet £one ituo full operation, 
several years being frequently required 
for the settlement of estates, it may be 
expected to increase in a very large ra- 
tio. 
The committee believe it safe to 


estimate the increased receipts from 
these three sources at g20,000. 


It appears, then, that should the re- 


ceipts of the commonwealth, for the 
present year, be equal only to those of 
the last year, they will furnish means 
for defraying all the ordinary expenses 
of the government; of paying the inter- 
est of all loans for canal or rail road pur- 
poses already contracted, and of a loan 
of S3,200,000, proposed now by the 
committee on inland navigation and in- 
ternal improvement, and yet leave a 
balance of %56,735 46. 
But, should 


the revenues of the commonwealth con- 
tinue to increase in a ratio, which, by 
the experience of the last four years, 
they are warranted to calculate on, 
theie will remain a surplus of gll2,- 
735 46. 


The committee are led to believe, 


from all the inquiries they have made 
on the subject, that much of this in- 
crease to which they have alluded, may 
be fairly attributed to the great public 
works in which the commonwealth is 
engaged ; ancl that thus, those improve- 
ments, even before they have been u- 
sed for the purposes of iransportalion, 
are made, in part, to mcel the expense 
of their conslruclion. 


The retailers and tavern tax—the 


auction duties—the payments for pub- 
lic lauds, and ihe income of turnpike 
and bridge slock, must be immediately 
dependant upon the acihily of our in- 
tcrior trade, ihe abundance of a circu- 
lating medium, and the demand for 3a- 
bor and for agricultural produce. 
Up- 


on all ihirsc causes, the execution of Ihe 
canals and rail roads, by giving employ- 
ment, al a fair rate of compensation, lo 
great numbers of our own citizens, and 
by introducing many olht-rs from a dis- 
lance, who must purchase here all the 
necessaries of life, has produced, and 
will continue lo excri a powerful and 
favorable influence. 


The committee, in examining the re- 


sources of ihe commonwealth, for the 
coming year, and ihe means of meeting 
the interest of loans, ha-ve taken it for 
granted thai a portion of the revenue, 
not regular!} applicable to that purpose, 
must be transferred from ihe treasury 
of the commonwealth lo that of ihe in- 
ternal improvement fund. 
Upon ihis 


supposition, they have shewn thai no ' 
incon-u-mcnce will be creaied, bul thai 
on the contrary, a large balance v. ill 
still remain for olher purposes of ihc 
go*»enimenl. 
It is, however, by no 


means certain thai anv such demand 


upon the ordinary revenues will be ne 
cessary. 
It is more than probable that 


two sources of income, not yet referred 
to, and which belong exclusively to the 
fund for the payment of interest, will 
meet the deficiency heretofore stated as 
likely to occur, and thus leave untouch- 
ed the large balance which the treasu- 
ry accounts are expected" to exhibit 
on the 30th of November next. 


It is confidently believed that-24 


miles of the Pennsylvania canal, from 
the mouth of the Juniatato Middletdwn, - 
ancl 80 miles of the westerm division, 
from Blairsville to Pittsburg, will be, in 
active operation for the whole -of the 
present season. 
It is also expected, „ 


that by the month of August the navi- 
gation will have extended up the Juni- 
ata as far as Lewistown, 45 miles ; and' 
up the Susquehanna to Northumber- 
land, 41 miles 
The amount of reve- 


nue which th se. works will yield with- 
in the present year is, of course, a sub- 
ject of mere conjecture. The commit- 
tee, however, are decidedly ,of opinion 
"' 


that in estimating the nett receipts. " 
from this quarter at 835,060,, they no't 
only keep within the limits of-safe cal- 
culation, but that they fall greatly be- - 
low it.

A further resource for the payment 


of interest is found in the premium 
which may be expected upon the con- 
^ 


templatecl loan of §3~200,000. 
The -~ - 


committee are aware that no such-pre- 
mium was obtained on the loan recently 
--' 


effected, but they are clearly of opinion, 
after careful inquiry, that this failure 
may be traced to an error in the mocle-of 
negotiating loans and effecting transfers,. 
'of stock, rather than a want of credit 
in the commonwealth. 
Tins error 


they have endeavored to correct in the 
bill accompanying this report, arid they 
cannot but hope that the change will" 
prove salutary. Should a premium a- 
mounting to one and 'a half per cent. - - 
only be obtained, that sum with the es- 
timated receipts from the'finishcd'ca-. 
mils, will make up the whole deficiency-"- 
in the internal improvement fund/" for 
the payment of interest; and in that 
"- 


case, should the ordinary revenues of, 
the commonwealth for the present year, 
"" 


exhibit an increase corresponding to 
that of the year preceding, there will 
remain in the treasury of the conn- - - 
monwealth on the 30th -November 
1829, a balance of above 8193,000, in. 
stead of §145,615, as estimated in the 
report of the Auditor General; -and 
such balance will be at the disposal of 
the legislature, for meeting the interest -" 
of future loans. 
• 


The committee have endeavored tq, v^ 


show, that the present resources of tho.1^ 
commonwealthjin the most unfavorable 
circumstances which can possibly arise, 
are equal tothcpaymentof interestonthe 
proposed loan of §3,200,000, without a- 
ny additional taxation this session of the 
legislature; and should those calcula- 
tions, which are justified by all fqriner. 
experience, prove to be correct, a large' - 
balance must remain after meeting the ' 
necessities of the present year. 


In this simple exhibition, the friends 


of internal improvement will find & 
warrant for pressing the works to com- 
pletion, with the utmost vigour—and 
those who have been alarmed by the 
prospect of taxation, or have apprehen- 
ded thai ihe state was embarking in the 
system of internal improvement beyond 
her means, will find a sure ground of" 
consolation. 


The committee are of opinion, thr,t 


the experience of another year will sug» 
gesi important changes in ihe revenue 
system of the commonwealth. 
It is 


now the faci, lhat the funds devoted to 
the ordinary expenses of government 
greatly exceed the regular* demands 
upon the treasury, while those applica- 
ble to the payment of canal loans fall 
considerably short, thus rendering a 
transfer necessary from the excess of 
the one lo meci ihe deficiencies of the 
other. 
All these sources of income are 


in a train of regular and rapid increase 
—an increase which this year's expe- 
rience may enable us lo calculate with 
additional certainly. 
It may then bs 


advisable, as it is ascertained that 3 
certain lax or any fixed portion of it, is 
not necessary for the ordinary purpo- 
ses of goieninnMit, to vest the excess 
permanently in the fuwi for the pay- 
ment of inu'rcst. By these means, and 
by tin- aid of ihe tolls, which, after t«a 
present ve«r, must inevitably arise from 
the fmislcd canals, it is confidently be* 
licved, ihot ample provision may b.e 
made for the proposed extension of the 
se'ferjl lines of canals and railways, 
without a resort to taxation of any kir.dj 
& certainly without the ncoo^tly of inr>- 
posing any tax of a burdi-n«ome nat^M;

pear in our paper of to-day. The ex- 
culpation of i>cn. Hamilton, as to trea- 
sonable views and actions; the report 
of the Committee of Ways and Means 
of our Legislature, on the state of the 
Finances, and our imagined capability 
to furnish funcK sufficient to finish the 
contemplated Canals, without taxation 
(which, by-the-by, we consider rather 
problematical, notwithstanding the in- 
genuity of the report); Mr. Clay's 
speech at Frederick ; and extracts from 
the speeches of the Kings oi" England k 
France, at the opening of their respec- 
theLegislative bodies.—We rune con- 
fined our extracts to the parts which re- 
late to the present war in the East— 
and to the affairs of Ireland—which 
latter subject is very important, as it 
has a tendency to disturb the repose of 
the United Kingdom, ere long. 
The 


views of the King of England, it will be 
observed, are not favorable to complete 
emancipation ; and his desire to pur 
down at once, the Irish Association, 
•will lead, without doubt, to the most 
important results. 


The following is the latest accounts 


from the seat of war, in the East. 
i 


RUSSIA AND TURKEY. 


The Paris papers of 28th January 


state that the Turks were crossing the 
Danube at every point; the Pacha of 
Widdin was marching with 30,000 men 
against the Principalities, and it was 
thought that, unless the Grand Duke 
Constantino arrived in time to stop 
the invasion, the Russian army would 
be obliged to re-cross the Pruth.— 
There was a general movement of the 
Turks along the whole line of the Dan- 
ube, from Widdin to Silistria. 


The greatest activity was making by 


the Turkish Government to complete 
the 
defensive army. ^ Considerable 


reinforcements of troops had armed in 
the fortresses on the Danube ; the gar- 
rison of Widdin, since the 1st ult. had 
received an accession of 5.000 inf.mtry 
and 2000 cavalry—making the total 
garrison 20,000 infantry, 6000 cavalry, 
and_1200 artillery. 
Rudschuck had 


recehed an accession, since the 8th ult. 
of 6000 infantry, 2000 cavalry, and 500 
artillery. 
Other fortresses' have re- 


ceived similar accessions. 
The a- 


mount of the garrison of Silistria is 
not mentioned, because the supplies 
came from the interior. It is said that 
the Turkish troops are impatient for 
the commencement of the next cam- 
paign. 


The Emperor of Russia is equally 


disposed to increase his means of an- 
noyance. He has sent orders to the 
Grand Duke Constantine to put him- 
self at the head of the Polish army, and 
to march and occupy the Principali- 
ties. The army of the Baltic had also 
received orders to march to the South. 
At Gallatez, pontoons were preparing 
for a bridge over the Danube, in order 
that an immense Russian army may 
cross to recommence hostilities in the 
Spring. It is difficult to reconcile the

The Canal Commissioners' bill passed 


th" Senate on Saturday. 
It is consid- 


erably altered since it passed the House. 
The lirst section contains the names of 
David Scott. James Clarke, Robert H. 
Hammond, James S. Stevenson, Dav'ui 
Frazer, Dr. Benjamin Kughler, James 
M. Linnard, Thomas McKean, and P. 
S. V'. iiamot, who are to constitute a 
board of Canal Commissioners from 
the first Monday of June, 1829, to June 
1830. 
The fourth section of the bill 


was negatived : It provided for the e- 
lection of four Canal Commissioners 
by the Senate, and five by die House, 
on the first Monday of February, annu- 
ally. 


The Wyoming Bank Mil passed the 


third reading in the Senate, on Satur- 
day, and now only wants the signature 
of the Governor to become a law. 


LIENS OF JUDGMENTS. 


An act on this subject, passed on the 


26th of March, 1S97, has created a good 
deal of difficulty among legal, and agi- 
tation among monied men, by reason of 
a construction being put upon the sec- 
ond section of the act different from the 
intention of those who passed it. 


A bill with the subjoined title, con- 


sisting of sever?.! sections, passed the 
House and was pent to'the Senate for 
concurrence. The Senate returned the 
bill to the house, amended, by the sub- 
stitution of an entire /lev/ section for 
section 1 of the house bill, and the re- 
maining sections stricken out. 
When 


the amendments of the Senate came 
before the House, Mr. Evans, of Fay- 
ette, moved to strike out the section 
introduced by the Senate, and to insert 
the following section, which was a- 
greed to by the Senate, and has recei- 
ved the signature of the Governor. 
It 


completely obviates the difficulties oc- 
asioned by the act of 1827. 
A further supplement to an act entitled, 


An act limiting the time during ichicji 
judgments shall bs. a hen on real estate, 
and suits may be brought against the 
sureties ofpubhc 
offiiers. 


SECTION 1. That the second section 


of the act entitled "A supplement to the 
act entitled, An act limiting the time 
during which judgments shall be alien 
on real estate and suits may be^brought 
against the sureties of public officers"' 
passed the 25th day of March. 1827, 
shall not be construed to limit the lien 
of any judgment regularly entered be- 
fore the passage of said act to a shorter 
term than five years, according to the | 
true intent and meaning of the then ex- 
isting laws of the Commonwealth: 
And it is hereby further enacted, that 
all judgments, the liens of which were 
extended beyond five years by the then 
existing laws, by reason of a stay or ex- 
ecution or otherwise, and which were to 
expire within two years from the pas- 
sage of said act, passed the 26th day of 
March, 1827, be, and the liens of "the 
same are hereby continued and exten- 
ded for one year from and after the pas- 
sage of this act.

At the Opening of Parliament, on the 5lh

"71/y Lords and Gen/lemen, 
"His Ivlajt-sly commands us lo assure 


you, that he has labored unremittingly 
to fulfil the stipulations of the treaty of 
the 6th July. 1827. and to effect, in con- 
cert with the Allies, the pacification of 
Greece. 


"The Morea has been liberated from 


the presence of the Egyptian and Tur- 
kish Forces. 


''This important object has been ac- 


complished bv the successful exertions 
of the Na\dl Forces of His Majesty, 
and of his Allies, which led to a con- 
vention with the Pacha of Egypt; and 
finally, by the skilful disposition and 
exemplarv conduct of the French Ar- 
mv, acting by the command of His Most 
Christian Majesty on the behalf of the 
Alliance. 


"The troops of his Most Christian 


Majesty having completed ihe task as- 
signed to them by the Allies, have com- 
menced their return to France. 


"It is with great satisfaction that his 


Majesty informs you, that during the 
whole of these operations the most cor- 
dial union has .subsisted between the 
forces of the three powers by sea and

Majesty, in consequence of this resump- 
tion of ihe exercise of His belligerent 
Rights, ihe best understanding prevails 
between the three Powers in their en- 
deavors to accomplish the remaining 
objects of the Treaty of London.

•'The Stale of Ireland has been the 


object of His Majesty's continued soli- 
citude. 


"His Majesty laments that, in that 


part of the United Kingdom, an Asso- 
ciation should still exisl, which is dan- 
gerous lo the Public Peace, and incon- 
sistent with the Spirit of ihe Constitu- 
tion, which keeps, alive cUsCord and ill- 
will amongst His Majesty's Subjects, 
and which irmsi, if permitted lo co:ilnv- 
uc, cn^ciu:i:sy obstruct every efiorl 
pcrniaHciuh io improve the condition 


ing the tranquility and concord of the 


United Kingdom, with the temper and 
the moderation which will best ensure 
the successful issue of your delibera- 
tions." 


HOUSE OF LORDS, Feb. 5. 


The Duke of Newcastle begged to 


know from the Noble Duke at the head 
of his Majesty's Government, after 
what had this day transpired, whc-ther 
it was his intention to proceed by means 
of moving for a committee to take into 
consideration the disabilities that had 
been thrown on the Roman Catholics, 
or whether it was his intention to bring 
in a Bill for the removal of those disa- 
bilities. 


The Duke of Wellington, in answer, 


had the honor of informing their Lord- 
ships that it was the intention of his 
Majestv's Government according to the 
course proposed in his Majesty's speech, 
to present to Parliament, in the course 
of the present Session, a measure for 
the adjustment of what was called the 
Roman Catholic Question, not going 
through a committee. 
That measure 


would tend to the removal generally of 
all the disabilities under which the Ro- 
man Catholics labored, with the excep- 
tion solely of that which rested on spe- 
cial grounds; it would be accompanied 
also by other measures, rendered neces- 
sary by the removal of those disabilities.

At che opening-, of the Session of the Cham. 


bers, on the 27th of January. 


Gentlemen,—My relations with for- 


eign powers continue to be friendly.— 
The assurances I receive from my allies 
offer me a pledge, that notwithstanding 
the events \\ hich have desolated the 
cast, peace will not be disturbed in the 
rest of Europe. 
To hasten the pacifi- 


cation of Greece, I have, in concert 
with England and Russia, sent to the 
Morea a dnision of my troops. 
At 


the sight of some thousand Frenchmen, 
determined to accomplish their noble 
task, that celebrated country; too long 
ravaged, has been restored to peace 
and security. 
There, as at Navarin, 


the union of the flags has proved to the 
world the respect of the three Crowns 
for the faith of treaties, and my soldiers 
take pleasure in recounting the sincere 
support which they have found in the 
English navy. 


A formal declaration, notified to the 


Porte, has placed the Morea and the 
neighboring islands under the protec- 
tion o( the three Powers. 
This solemn 


act will suffice to render a proti acted 
occupation unnecessary. I continue to 
assist the Greeks, to rebuild their ruins, 
and my ships bring back to them those 
Christian slave, whom the pious gene- 
rosity of France has restored to their 
country ana liberty.

So many cares will not prove vain. 


I have reason to believe that ihe Porte, 
more enlightened, will cease to oppose 
the Treaty of the 6th of July, and it 
may be hoped that this first arrange- 
ment will not be lost, for the rc-estab- 
ment of peace in the East.
